The appointment of Vicar-General Wil- 
liam Kluse to the pastorate of St. Patrick’s 
Church, East St. Louis, has stirred up a 
hornet’s nest among the members of that 
parish.

Father O’Hadloran was in charge of the 
spiritual welfare of St. Patrick's Purish for 
upwards of a quarter of a century. He 
succeeded a French priest, under whom it 
is claimed the congregation fell away, the 
‘revenue. dwindled and the parish was 
plunged in debt to the extent of $45,000. The 
obligation ‘bore nearly 15 per cent interest. 
With that burden on his shoulders, Father 
O'Halloran assumed charge of affairs. To- 
day there is not a penny of debt on the 

arish, and the property, covering a block 

n the heart of the city, is free of ingum- 
brance. 

The argument is urged that the parish- 
loners gave such generous support to Father 
O'Halloran because he was one of their 
kind, conversant with their needs and in 
sympathy with their pride of couniry. 

The Sons of Erin settled in East St. Louis 
when the town was yet in its infancy. 
Many of them are of the old Clan-na-Gael 
stock, and in St. Patrick's Parish there 
are over 600 persons who speak the Irish 
language. It is urged that this element 
would be practically. eradicated from the 
church with a German priest as pastor. He 
could not understand them, nor they him, 
it is said, 

Vicar-General Kluse is 55 years old. He 
was formerly head of the Catholic Col- 
lege at Ruma, I1)., and he is direotly in 
line for promotion to the bishopric. . He is 
now stationed at Germantown. III. It is 
suggested that he would jeopardize his 
chances for higher honors by accepting the 
rectorship of St. Patrick's a view of the 
hostile feeling existing there against him. 
That he may gracefully decline the prof- 
fered position is not unexpected. Despite 
such procedure Bishop Janssen's attitude, 
it is eaid, will remain unchanged.

He views the present 
situation with complacency, and says:,. “It 
is my prerogative to appoint whomsoever 
I choose. ather Kluse is a _  geplendid 
soholar and a loyal priest. I don't see why 
I should countermand the appointment 
without weighty reasons, which are not BO 
far apparent."’

Mr. Mott Has Not Yet Made Up His 
Mind and Is Hoping to Get Ad- 
vice From Robert McCulloch, 
of Syndicate Lines. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON OCITY, Mo., May 4.—The 
street railway consolidation scheme, as 
presented in the revised chapter on street 
railways, presented by committee, is up 
in the Senate to-day; and is the subject of 
the liveliest kind’ of @é@eate. The opposi- 
tion is conducted from the &guntry. The 
people of St. Louis, it so far appears, eleci- 
ed but one repregentative who will fight the 
bill, Senator Drabelle. 

‘After the long morning debate on the 
bill, the Genate took.a recess and upon 
reconvening at 2 o’clock Senator Schweick- 
hardt moved that further consideration of 
the bill be laid over informally. He said the 
responsibility for the bill had ‘been placed 


upon the Senators from St. Louis, and 
they wished more time to consider the 


measure. His motion carried. 
Senator Morgan, chairman of the Commit- 


tee on Private Corporations, which placed 
the bill in revision, moved that it be read 
a third time and put upon its passage. Sen- 
ator Fields addressed the Senate in oppo- 
sition to the b.ll. He said: 

“This bill simply means the consolida- 
tion of all the street railroads of any one 
city. There is now a g6uit nding in the 
Supreme Court against the Lindell Railway, 
in which the question involved is the right 
of the defendant to purchase another street 
railway. We should not nullify that suit 
by passing that bil, We all remember the 
gallant fight made against street railway 
monopoly in Chicago. Let‘us vote down 
this bill and join hands with the good peo- 

le of Chicago. I dan't say that it may be 

one now, but there may come a time, if 
this bill passes, when the combined street 
railways of Missouri will wie a aaag f eon- 
trol . ie yea of Missouri. f you 
pass 8 , before ang ‘Legislature 
meets the conselidation cheat tots 
; and no power’on earth will be able 
‘to undo the hamm that has been done.’ 

Senator Major, in opposing. the bill, said: 
“Who is demanding th's bill? Not the peo~ 
ple of the State, not the people of St. Louis 

nsas ty. The only people who 
demand. the: passage of this bill are the 
people who own the street railways. Who 
owns most of the street railways of St. 
Louis? Brown Bros. of New York. They 
are seeking .-to consolidate ‘all the roads 
they have bought and wil] buy more and 
consolidate them if this bill passes. They 
own the Central Traction Franchise, which 
gridirons the city and will enable them 
to connect all their consolidated lines. But 
there is another side of this story. Pass 
this bill, create a gigantic monopoly, and 
you will ag ae the thousands of its employes 
absolutely in the power of the monopoly. 

“Pass this bill with the full conscious- 
ness that you have struck down the labor- 
ing man. Pass it, knowing that you have 
carried waste and ruin into the homes of 
thousands of honest working people. ass 
it, and your action will rise up in’ the next 
campaign to strike down the Democracy.” 

Senator Major then read what he said 
were the most iniquitous sections of the 
bill. and continued: 

“Pass this bill, and the monopoly may 
run as few cars as it pleases; it may give 
as poor service as it chooses. There Will 
be no competition. Monopoly will rule. 
Paes this bill, and the people will curse you. 
They will rise up and destroy you. his 
bill is @ bill to create a trust, the most 
gigantic, the most baneful in its effects that 
corporate power ever created. This bill 
will allaw the combination of $50,000,000 in 
the city of St. Louis into a trust.”’ 

He read a vigorous attack on trusts, writ- 
ten by A. M, Dockery, candidate for Goy- 
ernor. “The Senate of Missouri is n6t 
ready to pass this bill. I hope and pray 
that you will vote down this bill,” he con- 
cluded. 

Senator Tandy said: “‘As an humble 
farmer, I wish to enter my protest against 
this bill. Last fall we went before the 
people and solemnly promised that we would 
stand between them and aggregations of 
wealth. This bill will authorize the forma- 
tion of a trust. How can we pass this b.ll 
and. ever face our people?’ 

Senator Drabelle said: ‘‘I will make no 
speech on this bill, ag I have made a hun- 
dred against it already. I was elected on 
my opposition to legislation of this kind. I 
will vote no on the bill.”’ 

Senator Haynes said he 
amendment into the bill protecting St. 
Joseph. He said he didn’t know what St. 
Louis thought of the bill and he would be 
governed by the wishes of St. Louis mem- 
ers. 

Senator Mott declined to say before din- 
ner how he stood on the bill. He evaded 
wait unti) after a conference with St. 
Louis Senators during the noon recess. In 
the meantime he sent a telegram to Robert 
MeGulloch, general manager of the Hamil- 
ton Syndicate lines, asking his opinion of 
the bill. 

Senator Haynes was a member of a sub- 
committee of the Committee on Private 
Corporations which recommended the Dill. 
He tried tg_evade responsibility by saying 
he would Vote as a majority of the Bt, 
Louis Senators voted for it. He made a 
skilifully velled argument for the bill, 
which he said a monopoly in St. Joseph 
was a good thing. The Senate took a re- 
cess after he concluded his speech.

Ore Thousand Boomers Were on tne 
Border Waiting the Open- 
ing Signal. 


DURANGO, Colo., May 4.—Many per- 
sons who had been holding places in the 
line at the Land Office changed their minds 
to-day and joined the rush for locations in 
the Ute lands, which were opened for set- 
tlement at noon, by proclamation of the 
President. 

Whistles and bells proclaimed the hour of 


opening. Scores of men who had been hold- 
ing places in line sold out half an hour 


before the opening, $0 being the prevailing 
price. It is estimated that 1000 people sought 
in various ways to eecure land. 

The streets of Durango were crowded and 
there was great rejoicing. 

There was no central starting point, and 
men were scattered along the Colorado 
and New ‘Mexico lines for 40 miles, await- 
ing the hour, many with no means of rapid 
transit. From Durango hundreds of well- 
mounted and well-armed men began push- 
ing to the front at daylight, all giving 
themselves ample time to reach the favor- 
ite sections. 

The Durango Democrat discouraged many 
in line this morning by declaring that every 
reputable attorney in Durango had ad- 
vised all clients to settle on the land and 
file at any time within the limit provided 
by law.

NO RELEASE OF PRISONERS. 


Mabini Declines to Negotiate With the

MANILA, May 4.—The Spanish Commis- 
sioners have made another futile attempt 
for the relief of the Spaniards held as pris- 
oners by the Filipinos. Their vessels 
steamed to the port nearest Dagupan. Fear- 
ing to land they sent a letter to Aguinaldo 
saying they were authorized to exchange

RIVE. THERE FRIDAY. 


MAY REACH ST. LOUIS TUESDAY. 


Splendid Programme of Arrangements 
for the Reception of Commander 
Maynard and His Men. 


The gunboat Nashville is on its way fo St. 
Louis with only one more stop to make be- 
fore reaching here—at Cairo. She left 
Memphis Tuesday morning after a round of 
pleasure seldom equaled.

You, 
sir. are entitled to no sympathy. You will- 
fully imposed on the credulous and the ig- 
norant while rformin:g@ the functions of 
the ministry.

JEFFRPRSON CITY, Mo., May 4.—Attor- 
ney-General Edward C. Crow sees in the 
fecision handed down by the St. Louis Court 
of -Appeals, in the case of the National 
Lead Co. against the 8, E..Grote Paint 
Store Co. a vindication of a position which 
he took some time ago on the trust ques- 
tion, 

The opinion does not dfrectly affect the 
Attorney-General, nor does it offer him 
any new meth of fighting the trusts, 
since the State cannot avail iteelf of the 
law upon which the decision is based, but 
it will be of assistance to him in giving 
him evidence upon which to base actions 
against trusts. 

**Thie decision by the Court of Appeals,”’ 
said the Attorney-General, ‘‘opens a way 
by which individuals may fight the trusts, 


and whenever they make a successful fight,” 


under the law, they give me evidence upon 
which to base proceedings against certain 
trusts. The law of 1891 was tested in the 
Circuit Court of Jasper County last win- 
ter. The — there decided that the 
fact that the piaintiff Is a trust constitutes 
a valid defense against a suit for debt. 
That decision attracted a great deal of at- 
tention all over the country. The dec.sion 
by the Court of Appeals is simply a further 
vindication of the law of 1891. ~ 

‘But there is a precedent that goes back 
farther than the Jasper County decision. 

he first decision of this kind was ren- 
ered by the Supreme Court of Illinois 
in the case of Ford vs. the Chicago Milk 
Shippers’ Agsociation. In that case it was 
shown that the association was formed for 
the purpose of maintaining prices. On that 
show! the court declared that Ford was 
relieved of a debt which he owed the asso- 
ciation. 

“In this Grote case, the Circuit Court de- 
cided against him. I was conversant with 
the case,.and always believed the Grete 
Co. would win in the end. The decision is 
not of especial value to the State in the 
fight cee: trusts, except that the evi- 
dence ought out may furnish a basis 
for a suit against the National Lead Co. I 
have had this evidence for some time, but 
the Lead Co. was located 1n New Jersey 
and I could not reach it. Under the Farris 
anti-trust dill, recently passed, I can sit in 
my ofice and subpoena the officers of the 
National Lead Co. If they do not appear 
to defend a suit, the Supreme Court may 
strike out their seer gee and enter a 

nt against them which would bar 
rom doing business in this Stete.’’

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OUR TAX IMMUNES.

do well to @rge the enactment of a ¥Yranchise tax law. 

Why does the Legislature need ufging to enact so just a 
measure? Two bills providing for the taxation of franchises 
are pending in the Legislature. Both have been pigeon-holed. 

What influence is protecting franchise grabbers from just 
taxation? Why de Senators shiver at the suggestion of bring- 
ing up a bill of this kind @nd putting it to.a vote? 

The State needs revenue. The Legisjature has been search- 
ing about for subjects of taxation. But with miltions of dol- 
lars’ vvorth of property of high earning capacity altogether es- 
Caping taxation, the Legislature refuses to bring it under 
taxation. " 

Puble franchises are not only valuable properties, repre- 
sented by stocks and bonds drawing dividehds or intérest 
and bought and sold in the market, but the bulk of them 
has been filched from the people through bribery of public 
officials. They do not represent a dollar of legitimate in- 
vestment. They are public property, created by the people 
and given to ingividuals and corporations by corrupt officiais. 
The people gre heavily taxed through these franchises. 
They pay the raoney that makes them valuable and supplies 
dividends and interest to the owners. 

But the owners evade taxation on their rich franchise grabs. 
They enjoy the wealth conferred upon them as a special priv- 
ilege, without bearing any of the burdens ef the government. 
The Legislature consents to their evasion of taxes and pro- 
tects them frora taxation. Taxes are piled upon the farmers, 
the house-owners, the real estate proprietors, the business 
men and unprivileged workingmen, but the franchise grabbers. 
go free of franchise taxes and evade most of their other taxes. 
In New York, where the corporations are supposed to be 
far stronger than they are in Missouri, the Legislature passed 
the Ford franchise tax law. It adds to the taxable wealth of 
the State between $1,000,000,000 and $1,500,000,000 of property, 
Which has hitherto escaped taxation. It will add to the 
revenue of New York City between $15,000,000 and $25,000,000. 
But in Missouri, although the treasury needs revenue and 
the tax-payers are heavily burdened, the State Legislature 
refuses to tax public franchises. It protects the spoils of the 
franchise grabbers from the assessor and collector . 
Hav. the frauchise grabbers corrupted State as well as 
municipal legislators?
